she can to further it. Caiiadian plenipu- 

tentiaries are a]ipriinted to conduct the 
negotiatioiiB, and British diplomatists are 
instructed to (^dvu thorn all tho assiatanco 
ill their power. In drawing up such 
treaties, Canadian interests arc alone con- 
sidered, (ireat Britain gainedn othiiig by 
tho Reciprocity Treaty between Canada 
and the United States, In fact, some of 
its provision might be regarded as hos- 
tile to hor interests. Then tho in- 
terests uf Canada were well guarded and 
intelligently and elfeoti\ ely furthered by 
tho Treaty of Washhigtoii. In the Fish- 
ery Treaty, which was negotiated in 
Washington City last siimnun', tho inter- 
ests of Canada rather than thnse nf (ireat 
liritain were the ohjec;s nf tho snlieitiide 
nf the lirilish ne^'ntiators. If Iniianial 
interests were alniie ennsiilered the treaty 
wniild he, in m.iny respecla, lUU'ereiit from 
wli.at il was. lliil Sir Llli.arles Tuppor was 
allowed to have his own way, and the only 
ditlicultios in the negotiations wore tin ise 
between Canada and tho United States. 
If Mr. Chamberlain had roinainod at 
home it is ipiostionable if the American 
iu'i,'nt iatoni cnuhl have been prevailed 
upiin tn ei nsetit In a Iroa'y more favjr- 
able In C.iiiadi.iii elaiiiis than the olio Ln 
whieh they attaelied their sit,'n!itiires. 

It was lliiiin;lit thai (.^.mada iiii'^lil bo 
.■ilile tn iii.ake an arraiejeineiit favnialile tn 
her interests with Spain. Whenever this 
was known to the Imperial Guvornnient, 
.Sir Charles Tnpper wtis sent to Madrid 
with full powers to make such a treaty as 
he considered best suited to tho ciieum- 
stances of tho Dominuai. The roprosen- 
lalive of (iroat Britain in Madrid was 
instructed to give Sir Charles all the 
assistance in his power, and to use his 
inlliieneo to iii.ake his iiiissinn sueeessfid. 
If the Canadian eiiiniiiissiniier ilid tint 
iiieeeed the f.iiilt did nnl lie with the 
I'liitish ( iiA eiiiim-iit. ('aiiadiaiis have the 
lie.-ii reasniis fnr beliiAini,i that (Ireal Hrit- 
t.iiii is ready at any tinio to aid them to the 
utiimst of lior power to advance their 
eninmercial welfare, without giving a 
thniight to her own interests. It is more 
than t|Uestiouable if Canada, independent, 
wiaild be in a position to deal with forei- 
.i 11 countries as effectually as she now is 
backod by tho power and intluenco of 
! ireat Britain. It Reoiiia to us that 
thoughtful men must see tliatthis agitati(_iii 
tnp.-neure fni t '.111.111,11110 [inwer to nu;,'oti- 
ate eniiiniei-Li.il iri'aties is fnnlish, unless 
the .■e_;ii.il'irs are prep.ired tn sever the 
enlniii.al eniiiieet 11111 allnLjether, anil they 
must alsn see lli.it if the power could he 
extended tn Canada while sho remains 
a depoiidency, it would place hor in no 
butter position commercially than the one 
she now occupies. 

NO PLEBIS(.'ITE. 

Tho legal advi.sors of the Northwest 
taununl are of opinion that it has not the 
power to onler a [debisoite to bo taken 
on tho iiuesbum of license or prohibition. 
It would have boen as well if the "ox- 
ports" has given their opinion before leg- 
islative net inn was t.iKeii nil the matter. 
However il is perhaps ln-iler late than 
never. 1 'lei use 1 1 es, ulietliiM' enlistitii- 
iiniial nr lint, are imt .leenrilini,' tn the 
iradilimis nf .\ le^di 1 .S.-ixmi loLjislat inn. 
The represeiil.il ives nr the |ieiiph^ have 
always been ready tn talm upnii them- 
selves the responsibility nfaeeeptnie nr 
rejeeting a ini^asuro witlmnl apjiealiiif; to 
the people in a special manner. They re- 
gard themselves as something more than 
inure delegates who must go to the people 
for instruction as often aa there is any- 
ihini,' unusual to be done. This fear of 
iiieiii I iiig resiionsihility displayed by the 
.N'nrtliwesterii representatives is rather 
nil- I'hiKlisli and on (,'aliadi.ili. .\s the 
pleliiseite wniild ileei.le imlliiliL; le;,'ally, 
they wnuld li.ive, after it Was taken, tn 
act iipnii their nwn resimnsibilily. Tliey 
iiiiLdit liiid, too, the plebiscite an nieoii- 
veiiieiit precedent in the future when 
prniiipt and inilependent action might be 
ru(|uired. Wo caniiotsee why tho North- 
west Legislature did not act in tho mat- 
ter within its known and defined powers. 
I'rnhibilinii li.id been tried in the Nortli- 
wesl and h.id been a failure. Why could 
llieyiint have p.issed a license aetenii- 
t iinillu' a liic.al npt lull i l.-iiisi-/ Then thnse 
jiartsiif the cnuiii ry th.-it ap| iriA'ed of the 
license s)'sleiii cniM ba\e U, and llinse 
parts ih.-il IV. ml pn .liilul mn i-mild refuse 
license places fnr the s.ale nf intnx icfit iin; 
Iriiiks. This syslem has been adopted 
111 other phicos and has met with tolera 
ble success, ami why could it not bo made 
to work in the Northwest Territories! 
ITien the country would have prohibition 
to fall back upon. Tiiat ipiestion couM, 
111 the usual constitiitionrl way, bo made 
.in issue at a u'eiicral electhni, and tho 
Legislaliire wmild be alnujst sure to act 
in aeenrdaiice .villi ibe ileseisinii arrived 
it at the pulls. Till- ]ilelMscit e is .a riiiiml.a 
limit w.iy 111' ellccl ill^' llie s.aine piirpnse, 
Hid it dues appear In be a very siiii^'iilar 
device fnr a leyislat lire jiisl elected to 
result 1(1. Surely the now niembors 
lugla to know their own minds und tho 
will uf their constituents on a burning 
i|uostion of such inrj irtaiice. 

EDlTOKiAL COMMENTS.

ENTERPRISES. 



Puiulorutu Machinery That In Uolns: Con- 
■tructod for GovornmoQt AVork — Two 
thoainnd I'oanaers to Be Tamed Out 
Like Pop-cuns. 

• ICopi/rla^it 1883.) 

Every year tlio nmchinery In this iron 
mills of Pittsburg, Pa., is bein^ made 
more ponderous. Tlie necessity for thlH 
lies in ttie demand for Immense castings. 
Everything Is growing Inrger than li\ 
former times. Ships ate bigger, locomo- 
tives are mordponrerful, iron-front builn- 
ingsare higber, and agricuUiinil !ti',|<. la- 
ments are vastly larger. Tim ilcvi-lop- 
nicnt of mill iipparatus to nicet tliis in- 
cri'iisii luiM been grnduiil, but within tlio 
liist, two jeaiH a wondorful inipiitna liiis 
been Kiveii the furwiiril uiovenieut by tho 
buildiiii^ of tlie new wiir vessels for the 
Uniteil .Suites Navy. 

Anilrew CarneKio lias just completed 
the buililing of ii mill at Hiaddock, one 
of the Bijbiirbs of Pitlsburg, lixpiussly in- 
tended for the umnu fact nre of thisgovern- 
meutwork. Thero is not a Mingle bit of 
apparatus lu it but what i.s the largest of 
its kind in the world. Tho Hheurs, which 
snap a bar of iron in two aa tliough it 
wore tissue paper, exceed nnytbing In 
size that hius ever been known by tho sons 
of Vulnn. The lathes are greater, the rolls 
are longer and licavier than anything the 
balani-e uf tliii country can .sliiiw, anil even 
tlic strain lioiler.s an; the l.'iruest, ever 
inadi' l)y tlie hanil of mail. lulliorilack 
Diai.ioiHl Sltid Works, Thirlirtli street, 
TUtshuri,', Llicrt is 1 lie liii-K'est stoaiu- 
liaiiiiiu'i- ill the United States. The Ijlow 
i)f lilty tons whiuh it Strilses every si'coiid 
of I iiue t li;it. it is in oijeratioii sh '.l.i's tho 
earth for two K|ii,iie.s aruliud thu mill. 
Yet it is an easily < iiiii rolled, and so nicely 
adjusted, that the hamiuermau has placed 
ou the anvil l)look l)eneHth it a delicate 
wine glass contiiining na egg, and turti- 
iug on the steam full force would let the 
pouderons weight above fall until at a 
certain distauGu, and then shut the steam 
off. In this way the hammer has been 
kept for several iniiiutvs ^'eiit ly t appi ii^; 
the j,'l;iss ami et,'L; wil hout Iii-c akiii^; t lu'in. 

Jim now t lie ^jovei nnient ilsi lf is^,'iiing 
to (jjrow thex' iii.i;-\-i-l(iiis aehirvineiils 
lathe hai k.u'roiiiKl hytlu' i in |iidveiii. nts 
ut tlie Xavy Vard in \\'asliiii,L;loii City. 
They will traii.sform Miatquiet place into 
the most powerful workshop in tliii uni- 
verse. For instance, there was not found 
iu the mills and foundries of the whole 
United States "traveling cranes" big 
enough to move about the Ininiense cast- 
ings and wrought-lrou parts of lar^e 
cannon whicli tlie War and Xuvy depart- 
ments have projected. These cranes are 
very familiar ohjiels in tho yanlsof iron 
mills everywhere. They are simiily a 
liiock and t aclile arr.aiineiiieiit .so (I.\ed 
upon a steatii car tliat r lu'y will pick up a 
lieavy pii'ce of iiiel al and rush off speedily 
to any part of the liuildiiifis with it. The 
lari,'esl of these "traveli-i-s" in Pittshurg 
will carry a burden of thirty tons witli 
safety to tho ropes and rigj^liig. In the 
Midville Steel Works, Peuusylvimia, a 
traveling cniue of twenty-six tons capac- 
ity has l)een erected to facilitate the 
bandllug of castings for tbe new war 
ships. These are now the two largest ap- 
paratus of the l;iiid In ilieouiitry. Bnt 
work will soon lie cimuiienced on a travel- 
ing cr.ane for t he W.asli i n on Xavy Yaril 
which wdl have a e.irry i iii; eapacil y of 110 
tons. 'I'his is iiilenili-il for use in the 
niaiiiifiu^t lire of a lid ton ^;iin, which 
when liiiished wil! be the l.irLjest in the 
coast ilefeiise of the [,'iiiteil JsLates. To 
"turn" I his wonderful cannon a lathe la 
now being made which will surpass all 
Other lathes in size. Tbe niachiiio will 
have to l)Q 130 feet long, and tvill have a 
"tread" of nine feet. The gun itself will 
bo fifty feet long, and to turn and bore it 
the latbe will, of course, be required to 
bo double that length. 

All the tools anil machinery to make 
this bigcHunoa are being made purposely 
for the job, so lari;e anil st roiiLC must they 
be. Till' eoiitr.ict fin- delivery of the iiec- 
essiu y st ce I for'j iii),'s has liceii coDcIudrd 
with the l;c! Ii li-ln-iu Steel Works of lOast- 
eni [\'nn-vlv.inia. Hut before that com- 
pany could make the forL;iiii,'s they ton 
liad to erect .a new plant laif^e enough 
forthebig sizes. The 1 IDton gun wil 1 bo 
of IG uieli ealilier, will rec|iiire a charge of 
1,000 pounds of powder, and will throw a 
projectile weighing 2,000 pounds. To 
even make the.se projectiles will necessi- 
tate larger machinery in that line than is 
now in existence. Then, to transport the 
gun finally over tho different lines of 
railroad (if tho ocean route is not taken), 
would reiiuiro stranger iron bridges than 
are now in use. So tho work of enlarge- 
ment goes on almost indeQnitely.

Mrs. Lew "Wallace has been writing a 
new hook which she calls "The Repose In 
Egypt." In it she discusses the Pyra- 
mids, SueT; and Sinai, the Obelisks and 

Alexancl.iia, aii;i, in con net ion wit li tier ac- 
enunl of I h e I at t cr ci t y , she t e I Is some ell I er- 
taiiiin^,' tliiiiLTs ri'Kaniing (Jleopatra, wdio, 
once ill tlie tropii^al airs of that old city, 
rode (111 swift caimlsarid lloaled ill gilded 
barge-s with .-Vntlioiiy, and, after years of 
revel, slie was buried there, with ini])erial 
pomp, in his toinh. For women who er- 
roneously think thut beauty alone pleiutes, 
Mrs. Wallace pictures Cleopntra as be- 
witching In manners, but not, personally, 
even pretty. She had conin.aii'.l of on 
languages, and she knew how to flatter 
tho vanity of men, by adapting lierKfilf to 
their varying iiionds and exerting herself 
to be. fasciiiat in;,'. Her whole aim aiM 
study was to jilease, and lier voice we.? 
like a musical Inst ruiiieiit tuned with 
many strings. The Hccret of her success 
wltli Anthony was that, slie gave him no 
time to think, lest rellectloii and repent- 
ance might rol) herof hero. .Mrs. Wallace 
saw tho portrait of Cleopatra ni Deiide- 
rah, and has much of Interest to say of 
this woman who held In check the gen- 
erals wars, changed the map of tbe 
world, and added ndserles to the hard 
fate of the Egypt lans.

Shortly .after eleven o'clock yesterday 
niorniiig. Dr. (oMir.gi! A. Deardeii ex]iircil 
al St. ,li. soph's Hospil.d, the cause of 
de.alli being ell'nsion, or Congestion of llie 
hrain. The ileceasi-d gentleinaii was a 
native of IJuehec, imd was aged ahmit L'(i 
years. He entered McOiU'a Collei,'e, 
Ml HI I real, at an early age, as a medical 
student, and pii.sscd i\ moat successful ex- 
amination as physician and aiirgeoii. 
.\boiit live years ago he caiiie to this city, 
and by his skill and popularity he soon 
aciplired a lucrative pr.ictice. He enlereil 
into partnership with Hr. .Me.Sw.iin, and 
both gentleniun stood second to none in 
their chosen profession. When Dr. Mc 
Swain was compelled to leave for South- 
ern California owing to ill-health, Di'. 
Deardeii coiiliiuied t be husiness alone, and 
the lie.avy strain whieh his large |iractice 
enliiileil upon him, doiihtluss led to the 
illness which caused bis untimely death.
